Of the fact that a warlike crisis is 
at hand all are a wa re,notwithsta nding 
the hopes of many tha t a peaceful so­ 
lution might be found to the questior s 
at issue between the I niteu States and 
Spain. 
W e hav e all watched 
with 
a nx iety the warlike preparations go­ 
ing on along the seaboard, and now 
the prepa ra ta tions for a cla sh of arms 
reach nearer home. 
A letter from the War Department 
w as y esterday afternoon addressed to 
the Gov ernors of the sta tes requesting 
them to assemble at ocee all the regi­ 
ments of sta te troop?- in their armor­ 
ies. 
The adjutant genera ls of the 
states are asked to ascertain person­ 
ally from the militiamen thus assem­ 
bled how many will v olunteer their 
serv ice for the national defense and to 
make a muster roll of tho*e, to be for­ 
warded as soon as possible to the War 
Department. 
A Washington special dispatch 
to 
the inter Ocean this morning say s: 
“ An indication of the complete prep­ 
arations which the War Department is 
making for actual warfare was the or­ 
dering of a large number of officers 
now on duty at schools and colleges as 
special instructors, back to their regi­ 
ments. 
Among the officers thus or­ 
dered were: 
( apt. Arthur Murray , 
First Artillery , from Va le Univ ersity : 
First Lieut. W. G. Haan, 
Third Ar­ 
tillery , from the Northern Illinois Nor­ 
mal School of Dix on.’L 
Fhus not only may the members of 
Co. G, I. X. G., soon be giv en tfie op­ 
portunity to try their mettle in actual 
warfare; but the instructor in military 
ta ctics at our Dix on ('ollege is ordered 
backjto his regiment’where his serv ices, 
if needed, may boat insta nt command.
